with  268  in  i960.  The  birth-rate  was  above  that  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole.  There  were  3 still-births.  During  the  year  3 infants 
linder  a year  old  died?  compared  with  3 in  i960?  10  in  1959s  5 in  1958? 

7 in  1957  B-nd'  13  in  1956.  All  three  v/ere  under  a week  old. 

Deaths  of  residents  totalled  145  (l29  in 
i960)  giving  a slight  rise  in  the  death-rate?  v/hich  was  lower  than  that 
for  the  country  as  a whole.  Of  the  total  deaths?  63  were  due  to 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system?  and  32  to  cancer  of  one 
type  or  another.  There  were  no  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  or 
..childbirth.  ' Deaths  due  'to  infectious  or  notifiable  diseases  include 
11  due  to  Pneumonia,  Accidents  accounted  for  8 deaths?  4 being  motor 
accidents. 


There  were  8 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis? 
some  of  them  being  nev/ly  arrived  residents  from  other  areas.  During 
the  year?  there  v/ere  135  notifications  of  infectious  and  notifiable 
diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis).  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria? 
Meningitis?  Enteric  Fever?  or  Pood  Poisoning,  Measles  accounted  for 
131  of  the  135  notifications.  There  was  one  case  of  poliomyelitis. 

In  addition  to  the  day  'to  day  work  of 
the  Health  Department?  considerable  progress  was  made  with  the  carrying 
out  of  the  Council's  Slvim  Clearance  programme.  Other  work  included 
the  immunization  of  childr^^n  and  young  adults  against  Poliomyelitis? 
and  the  protection  of  children  against  Tuberculosis  by  means  of  B.C.G. 
vaccination?  and  against  Ti/hooping  cough?  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  v/ith 
the  introduction  of  a new  vaccine, 

. . Sections  C?D  and  E?  concerning  water 

supplies?  sev/erage?  inspections  of  factories?  housing  and  food  and 
drugs  were  written  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector?  ilr.  L.  Graham?  to 
whom  I am  indebted  for  his  co-operation  and  efficiency.

During  the  year  reference  v/as  made  by  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
to  the  limited  storage  facilitie-s  in  the  Borough.  He  stated  that  he 
Y/as  rather  conoerned  that  the  total  combined  capacity  of  the  three 
existing  reservoirs  is  equal  to  only  1-g-  days  consumption. 

Apart  from  restricting  development  in  certain  parts  of  the  town 
this  position  could  give  rise  to  serious  Public  Health  problems  should 
the  incoming  sup;.ly  be  cut  off  for  any  length  of  time. 

Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal,  In  the  i^mnual  Reports  for  the  years  1958? 
1959  and  i960  I referred  to  the  plans  of  the  main  sev/erago  scheme  for 
Flint  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  This  position  was  unaltered 
at  the  close  of  tho  year  under  roviev;. 

Five  applications  wore  received  during  the  year  for  grant  aid 
in  connection  with  pail  closet  to  water  closet  conversions.  This  was 
a slight  improvement  on  the  previous  year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  Difficulty  was  again  experienced  in 
recruiting  sufficient  suitable  men  for  refuse  collection.  In  spite  of 
this  a reasonable  service  was  maintained  during  the  year. 

Late  in  tho  year  tipping  at  tho  Manor  Tip  ceased  and  a move  was 
made  onto  a new  tip  at  Panton  Cop.  The  siting  of  this  tip  is  ideal 
from  the  point  of  view  of  proximity  to  houses  but  being  out  of  the  way 
it  is  an  attraction  to  children  Y/ho  take  a delight  in  setting  fire  to 
the  ti^.ped  materials.  This  is  a point  which  m»ust  bo  closely  watched 
in  future. 

Night  soil  Collection  and  Disposal,  This  service  continued  to  run 
smoothly  during  the  year  and  a 7 d.'S-y  interval  collection  was  maintained. 
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Salvage  of  Waste  Paper.  83  tons.  3 cvrts.  3 q.trs.  of  mixed  waste  paper  vras 
despatched  to  the  Mills  during  the  year„  The  price  remained  steady. 

Septic  Tank  and  Gee spool  Emptying.  With  extensions  of  the  sewerage  system 
coming  into  use  during  the  year  it  \/as  decided  to  make  a charge  for  emptying 
septic  tanks  at  properties  where  a sev\rer  was  available.  This  serves  as  an 

incentive  to  owners  of  property  with  a quite  satisfactory  septic  tank  to 
connect  to  the  sev/er. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a new  vehicle  Yiras  purchased  and  the  old 
machine  disposed  of.  This  machine  ?/as  in  its  14th,  year  and  although  its 
use  was  limited  because  of  vmar  on  pumps  etc.j  a neighbouring  authority 
purchased  it  and  jjut  it  to  good  use.  Credit  must  be  given  to  the 
maintenance  staff  for  this. 

Rodent  Control.  80  infestations  were  reported  c,nd  dealt  v/ith  during 
the  year  compa,red  v;ith  86  during  I96O.  Routine  treatments  on  Council 
owned  property  vi/ere  carried  out.  These  included  almost  continuous 
treatments  on  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Bagillt.

There  were  2 deaths  from  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared  v/ith  2 in 
1950,  There  were  no  deaths  from,  non- respiratory  tuberculosis. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  Table  that  there  were  7 new  cases  of 
Pulmonary  tuberculosisj  and  one  non-pulmonary  case.  The  continued  number 
of  co.se  s notified  does  not  no  cess  .rily  moan  that  the  incident  of  tuberculosis 
is  incrc'isingj  but  it  implies  that  fewer  cases  remain  undetected.  (The  above 
nur.ibers  include  recently  arrived  residents).  (The  numbers  in  1959  v/ere  9 cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1 non-pulmonary  and  in  1950  - 5 pulmonary) 
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Satisfactory  housing  has  a considerahlc  effect  upon  the  recovery 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis  and,  whore  necessary,  "points"  are  given  on 
rcodical  grounds  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  who  are  applicants  for  a Council 
house.  I continue  to  be  extrenoly  grateful  to  the  Council  for  their 
continued  sympathetic  consideration  of  these  cases  and  to  your  Housing 
Manager  for  his  close  co-operation  v\ath  the  Health  Department.

L.C.C,  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

This  valuable  measure  against  Tuberculosis  continued  to  be  adrmnistered 
to  children  (at  secondary  schools)  between  the  ages  of  12  and  I4.  ii-t 
Holywell  Grammar  School  112  were  tested  and  72  vrere  vaccinated.  mt  the 
Blessed  Richard  ,Gwyn  Secondary  Modern  School,  59  were  tested  and  25 
vaccinated.  iit  Flint  Secondary  Modern  School  120  v/ere  tested  and  59 
vaccinated.  mt  Hav>/arden  Grammar  School  103  were  tested  and  24 
vaccinated. 


Poliomyelites  Vaccination, 

This  measure,  introduced  in  1956,  continued  on  a greater  scale  than 
before.  Many  extra  sessions  v/ere  held,  and  evening  sessions  held  in  the 
Clinics  were  well  attended.  By  the  end  of  the  year  45? 445  persons  in  the 
County  had  been  vaccinated,  and  9?885  had  had  2 injections.  Thus  over 
89  per  cent  of  children  under  I5  years  in  the  County  have  been  protected. 
The  response  at  Flint  was  excellent.  There  was  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis 
during  the  year,  sec  Table  X, 
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
